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Nixon Continues 
The Oblique Reply 


As one who believes Richard Nixon 


would have fired the Watergate cons- 
pirators had he learned of their plan 
before pulling off the silly stunt, we 
felt let down by his Wednesday night 
TV broadcast of his position in the 
sorry mess. 


The President so scrambled the 


good points with the poor and in- 
different ones that only a specialist in 
constitutional law could draw comfort 
from his message. 


As it was, the average viewer had 


the impression of looking at a poorly 
mixed omelette. 


The Senate Watergate Committee 


has repeatedly left itself wide open for 
Nixon to refute positively the distillate 
of the innuendo, hearsay, opinion and 
speculation of its witnesses. After the 
Wednesday broadcast it will likely be 
inspired to start up a second round of 
the same when it reconvenes after 
Labor Day. 


Only in the remark that John Dean, 


who has sung like a Kirtland warbler 
before the Committee, fell down on his 
assignment to check out the July, 1972 
break-in and report to him personally 
did Nixon come close to hitting the nail 
on the head. 


An accused labors under great dif- 


ficulty in replying to a blanket indict- 
ment. Even so, Nixon could have res- 
ponded categorically to the major 
cqrriplainls being hatched by Senator 
Ervin's'investigators. 


The slap at Dean, though well taken, 


fell Short of running the indictment 
intO'theground, item by item and in a 
time sequence understandable to the 
audience. 


Had he first introduced the subject 


matter in that vein, a method consis- 
tently urged by his friend, Barry 
Goldwater, the viewer then would have 
taken with him a better understanding 
of the executive privilege doctrine or 
why no President can allow every 
Tom, Dick and Harry to rummage 
through 
confidential 
papers 
and 


recordings of conversations. 


The viewer, further, would have 


been more receptive to Nixon's com- 
ment that 
Watergate should be 


threshed out in the courts rather than 
in the circus atmosphere of the Sena- 
torial hearings. 


Most important of all, the viewer 


would 
have 
responded 
to 
the 


President's warning that it is high 
time for Congress to forsake Water- 
gale's playtime and get back to work 
on the real problems going unans- 
wered at Washington. 


The tremendous drop in the public's 


appraisal of how the President is per- 
forming his job, from something like a 
68 per cent approval at the year's 
beginning to this month's 31 per cent 
low, the same niche accorded Harry 
Truman towards the end of his term, 
indicates back handedly that most of 
the public would like to believe in 
Nixon but feels he is shutting himself 
off from its support. 


It is questionable if Wednesday's 


convoluted address will improve the 
latest opinion poll ratings. 


We are guessing history will rank 


Nixon in 
the 
upper bracket 
of 


Presidential performance. 


Most people, however, are not too 


interested in the past, nor do they peer 
far into the future. 


Meeting the demands of the present 


is the overwhelming consideration. 


Nobody can be a good executive, in 


Washington or anywhere else, if he 
fails to take all three tenses into ac- 
count. 


Nixon's speech unduly emphasized 


the future. Unfortunately for the points 
he wanted to put across, most of his 
audience is not guided by the principle 
of .today counting for less than 
tomorrow. 


The White House has announced 


Nixon's intention of holding a press 
conference within the next two weeks. 


It is later in the day than is neces- 


sary or desirable, but perhaps he will 
use that occasion to salt the Watergate 
ghost's tail.

are suhmilled, Ihe President 
will find a portion of each of his 
days devoted lo Watergate..

We 
are dealing with"reports" fil- 
tering out from ao obviously 
widespread inquiry inlo tha 
corruptive use of campaign con- 
tributions and contract awards 
in Maryland. 


Venality is a commonplace of 


Maryland politics. And one rela- 
tively new friend of Agnew's, 
unable to recall the proved in- 
volvement of any prior govern- 
ments, wondered aloud why the 
vice-president should be the one 
in danger of "gelling nailed." 


He voiced his doubt to me 


before Agnew spoke, but it 
seemed to fit the vice-president's 
own public hint that reports of 


his involvement may have come 
from people "who have found 
themselves in very deep trouble, 
and are looking to extricate 
themselves..." 


Only time and events can treat 


of such doubls. Meanwhile, it 
must be stated that In one sense 
— highly important though little 
noticed — Agnew already has 
been manhandled in a grossly 
unfair and inept way by one of the 
country's major newspapers 
which originally reported the 
now story. 


Deeply embedded in ils first 


long account was reference lo an 
earlier charge against Agnew as 
governor, 
involving alleged 


impropriety in a land purchase 
near the site of a, coming new 
Chesapeake bay bridge (now 
open). 


The newspaper simply noted 


the charge, and then quoted a 
harsh comment on it from a 1968 
New York Times editorial. 


The fact is, the editorial 


followed, upon an exhaustive 
Times inquiry and story into the 
bridge matter. But it was almost 
immediately brought out that 
another distinguished 
news- 


paper previously had done its 
own full study, and that the net of 
this and some official inquiry 
was to substantially exonerate 
Agnew. 


Confronted with this informa- 


tion, the New York Times sub- 
sequently crawled a few inches 
toward apology in one of Ihe most 
graceless editorials ever to hit 
print. And its own present 
references (though it is not the 
newspaper herein first charged 
with unfairness) to the earlier 
charge suggest that the Times is 
utterly immune to embarrass- 
ment over its errors.
